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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 USC. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 9 and 13 are rejected under 35 US C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Dale 
et al (US 2,745,497) (see "template" 10 including tubular inlet leg 1 1; tubular main out.et leg" 
21; " tubular offset outlet leg" 17 and column 3, lines 63-71). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 US C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 US C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McNair et al 
(US 5,322,127) in view of Austin et al (US 4,850,43 1). 

McNair et al shows in Figures 7C-7D, 8A-8B, 9C and 16B-16C a template including a 
tubular inlet leg, a tubular main outlet leg and a tubular offset outlet leg. McNair et al further 
disclose in column 4, lines 20-23,, column 5, lines 11-16, column 1 1, lines 57-65, column 12, 
lines 62-68 and column 13, lines 24-30 that the "template" in combination with the diverter guide 
/ Plug (col. 1 9, lines 9-1 ,) allows isolation of each lateral well bore for re-entry or simulation 
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work. McNair et al does not disclose whether "stimulation work" includes "pressure 
stimulation". However, it is well known in the art that "stimulation work" commonly includes 
fracturing a formation with a pressurized fluid from the surface as evidenced by Austin et al.(see 
column 1, lines 16-19 and column 4, lines 58-64). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 14-20 are allowed.
